RAILWAY EMPLOYES.

Patrick H. Morrissey of Gales- 
burg, Ill ,.grand master of the Brother- 
hod of Railway Trainmen, was there, 
as was also E. E. Clark,, grand chief 
conductor of the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors. Grand Master Arthur of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
was unable to come, but was repre- 
sented officially, as were also the chief 
ofticera of the Switchmen’s Union of 
North America and the Order of Rail- 
road Telegraphers, and members of the 
Grand Lodge of each of the six orders 
attended the convention. There were 
some six hundred present. 

The chief result of the convention was 
the adoption of a resolution to form a 
federation of the six orders named.

The officers of the 
grand lodges of the six orders repre- 
sented at the meeting were authorized 
and instructed to formulate a plan for 
uniting the six under a general coun- 
cil, similar to the governing body of 
the Federation of Labor. The conven- 
tion adopted resolutions favoring arbi- 
tration and appeals from decisions: of 
the Federal Courts, after which the 
convention adjourned sine die.

And then, 
in 1892, in deference to this opinion of 
Senator Frye, a board of five engineers 
was appointed and these also reported 
unanimously in favor of San Pedro as 
being better protected than Santa Mon- 
ica. These were men of high character, 
wholly disinterested and in evéry way 
well qualified to render a decision. This 
second board was appointed because 
Senator Frye was a with the 
finding of the first. 

“The people of Southern California 
are almost uniformly in favor of the 
‘location. of a deep-sea harbor. at San 
Pedro instead of Santa Monica, and a 
number of them so signified to the com- 
mittee. And the reports of the experts 
were also before the committee and 
these ought to have determined the 
matter, but the majority accepted Sen- 
ator Frye’s personal opinion in opposi- 
tion to the reports of both official boards 
and the general opinion of the people; 
which, however, was sustained by the 
reports of two civil engineers of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad who were in- 
terested. They were employés of Mr. 
Huntington, the chief one being Mr. 
Corthell, whom Senator Frye styles a 
great man and who, indeed, is himself 
willing to admit that he is a great man. 
He admits also, however, that he was 
employed by Mr. Huntington, although 
he likewise claimed that he was acting 
as one of a committee of Congress 80 
that his act was in truth official.” 

The Senator said he would not pursue 
the criticism since Mr. Corthell was 
absent and without opportunity to de- 
fend himself.

FIFTY-FOURTH CONGRESS. 


REGULAR SESSION.

WASHINGTON, May 11.—SENATE.— 
The Senate today passed the bill au- 
thorizing the restoration of lands within 
the Fort Lewis, Colo., Military Reser- 
vation to the public domain. 

In reporting the Bankruptcy Bill 
from the Judiciary Committee, Sena- 
tor Teller stated that the committee 
favored the substitution of the Senate 
Bankruptcy Bill for that passed by the 
House.

THE MISSOURI. 
Its Source a Vocanic Hole in the 
Rocky Mountains. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

ST. PAUL, May 11. — Col. J. V. 
Brower, Minnesota State Geographer, 
has made the sensational discovery that 
the source of the Missouri River is not 
Red Rock Lake, Montana, as has been 
stated. Col. Brower has explored the 
whole region of the Upper Missouri, 
and today made the public the result 
of his discovery. He says the longest 
upper branch of the Missouri does not 
flow through the lower Red Rock Lake 
in Montana, but comes from a hole in 
the mountains, volcanic in its character, 
at the summit of the Rocky moun- 
tains, west of Helery’s Lake, Idaho, and 
at a point bordering the boundary be- 
tween that State and Montana.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 11.—Gov. 
Budd is in possession of a letter which 
may lead him to conduct a searching 
investigation into the management of 
San Quentin. Peter Brown, a negro 
sailor, who has just been released from 
that institution after serving a five- 
year term for manslaughter, is the 
writer. .If the charges he makes prove 
true, prison doors are yawning for 
some of the men who are now employed 
by the State to maintain proper order 
and discipline among the 1200 human 
beings who have been confined there, 
because they are unfit to be at large. 
The most sensational charge Brown 
makes in his letter to Gov. Budd is 
that two.prisoners were killed by their 
fellows during the time of his incar- 
ceration, and that the only punishment 
meted out to the murderers was con- 
finement in the dungeon for terms not 
exceeding thirty days. He claims, fur- 
ther,. to have himself been the victim 
of an assault with a knife, committed 
by a cellmate favored by the guard, on 
account of which he was confined in 
the hospital for several weeks. On 


recovery, he says, he found that his as- 
sallant had escaped with a light punish- 


ment, while he, for defending himself, 
had been confined in the dungeon for 
thirty days, and lost six months’ credit. 
For the existing condition of affairs 
Brown lays all the blame upon Edgar, 
captain. of the guard, and Berlam, cap- 
n of the yard. These men, he says, 


rule the prisoners with an iron rod, 


d are so feared that no one dares 
make complaint while within the prison 
walls, and most of them even after they 
get out, for fear they may get in again. 
Brown says he has no fear of getting in 
again, as he is not a criminal, and 
‘would never have been incarcerated if 
he hed ved his just deserts. 

At the time he entered the prison 
Brown says the convicts were talking 
ih whispers about a murder which had 
been committed, for which the mur- 
derer had never been punished. About 
three years ago, Brown says, a negro

The murderer was given ten days In the 
dungeon and then the matter was 
dropped. Another time a convict who

The hailstorm of Tuesday, the 5th 
inst., in various portions of the Sac- 
ramento and San Joaquin valleys, did 
some damage by knocking fruit from 
the trees. The cool, cloudy and 
showery weather of the week has been 
good for grain, grass and pastures, 
but detrimental to haying, and also 
to the fruit crop, the rains especially 
damaging to the ripening cherries, as 
they absorb the moisture, which soft- 
ens the skins, causing them to break 
or crack open and therefore to be worth- 
less for shipping. Haying is very back- 
ward, but it has begun in various parts 
of the State. 

There is very great need at present 
of lots of clear, sunshiny and warm 
weather to bring forward the fruit and 
berry crops, the fruit being reported 
to be dropping badly for want of sun- 
shine. The vineyards that were so 
badly frosted in April have begun to 
put forth new leaves and buds for 
the second crop. The week's climatic 
features have therefore been favorable 
for grain, grass and pastures, but very 
unfavorable for fruits, berries and for 
haymaking.

An Eleven-year-old Boy Killed at 
Tempe, Aris. 

PHOENIX (Ariz.,) May 11.—James 
Monroe Young, the II-year- vid son of 
Indian Agent J. Roe Young, was killed 
this afternoon at Tempe under the most 
distressing circumstances. The lad 
was under the care of his brother, the 
conductor of a local train running be- 
tween Mesa and Phoenix. At Tempe, 
in switching, a heavy stock-car was 
shunted toward the train. John Young, 
who was upon the car, found the 
brakes faulty and as a consequence the 
car crushed into the end of the train, 
unseating the passengers and throw- 
ing his brother, who was at the express- 
car door, under the wheels. . The car 
passed over the lad’s head. 

He was an especial favorite on the 
Pima Indian Reservation, and the fu- 
neral tomorrow will be attended by 400 
children from the Indian school.

FRANK FULLER AT LAST BREAKS 
MIS LONG SILENCE... 


Tells Why He Killed Bishop Segers 
of Nisqually in Alaska—He Has 
Served His Ten-Year Sentence 
and is Now Frec. 


r TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 
TACOMA (Wash.,;): May 11.—(Special 
Dispatch.) After serving a ten years’ 
sentence for manslaughter, Frank Ful- 


ler was today discharged from the 


United States penitentiary at McNeil's 
Island. The crime for which he has 
been punished was the murder of 
Bishop Segers, the Roman Catholic 


bishop of Nisqually, in Alaska, in July, 


1887. His sentence was shortened by | 


good behavior. 


Fuller was private secretary and com- 
panion to the bishop, who was one of 
the best-known Catholic prelates in the 


West. In 1887 the bishop, accompanied 


by Fuller, started on a tour of the Alas- 
kan missions. Far up in the Yukon, in 


July, the bishop was murdered in camp 


one night. No one was in the camp with 


him but Fuller, the Indian guides being 


temporarily absent. Fuller started 
back for the settlements, but the body 


‘was found and the news of the murder 


reached Juneau almost as soon as Ful- 
ler did. He was arrested, and in De- 
cember was sentenced at Sitka to ten 
years’ imprisonment and to pay a $1000 
fine. Being unable to pay anything, the 
fine was remitted. 

At the penitentiary Fuller became 
known as “The Silent Man,” and no 
| prisoner there has ever been 60 trusted 
as he. Of fine physique and dignified 
manner, he kept strictly aloof from 
other prisoners, and for seven years has 
served as a trusty and servant at the 
officer’s quarters. Yet, until today, he 
has never been known to say a word re- 
garding Bishop Segere’s death. Even at 
his trial he was silent. Today, speak- 
ing guardedly to a friend, he broached 
the matter.

A BLOODY PERIOD. | 


WESTERN FLORIDA SPRINKLED 
WITH HUMAN GORE: 


Four Men Are Corpses, Two More 
Are Dying and One Man Gets Of 
Severely Wounded—A Deel, a 

Stabbing, Flogging and Bullets. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

PENSACOLA Fla.) May 11.—Four 
men are corpses, two are dying, and one 
is severely wounded, as the result of 
the tragedies in the western section of 
Florida. Three of the victims were 
killed in a duel about a woman, another 
was stabbed to the heart by a boy 
whose father had been attacked, and 
the two who are dying were flogged and 
shot by regulators. % 

The duel over the woman was fought 
in Calhoun county. Near Bloutstown, 
in that county, is the home of Mrs. 
Johnson, a young widow. Roy House 
and Henry Smith have been rivals for 
the favors of Mrs. Johnson. Several 
weeks ago the men fought about the 
woman and Smith was badly beaten. 
Smith vowed to get even, and on Fri- 
day went to Mrs. Johnson’s home, ac- 
companied by his brother Thomas and 
friend, Dick Thompson. The three 
found House and the widow together, 
and House was ordered to leave. He 
rose as if to go, but quickly drew two 
pistols and opened fire. The Smiths 
and Thompson were not slow in get- 
ting out their guns. Then a fearful 
duel followed in the little room. House 
shot fast and straight, and in a few 
minutes the Smith brothers were dead. 
House fired his last cartridge at Thomp- 
son, the bullet breaking his arm. Then 
House drew a knife and tried to close 
with his foe, but his foot slipped in 
the blood, and before he could recover 
Thompson shot him dead. There was a 
price on House’s head, he having pre- 
viously killed two men, one in South 
Florida and one in Alabama. 

The second tragedy occurred in Madi- 
son county, Friday night. A band of 
white-cappers took Harry Wilson into 
the woods and bound him to a tree. 
Wilson was then shot, and the body 
left bound to a tree, The victim was 
found Saturday morning, still alive, but 
mortally wounded. After leaving him 
the white-cappers went to the home of 
Lucy Murray, took her sixteen-year- 
old son to the woods and flogged him 
So that death will result. The boy’s 
skin was literally cut to strips, and he 
was unconscious when found. 

The last of this bloody series occurred 
at Greenwood, in Jackson county. 
Thomas James made a brutal assault 
on Samuel Winna, an aged man. 
Winna was knocked dewn. James was 
preparing to shoot him, but before he 


could pull the trigger be was stabbed 


to the heart by Frank Winna, the six- 
teen-year-old son of the old man, who 
came up from the rear. .

Where the Czar Will ne Crowned. 


(London Chronicle:) The Usspensky 
Cathedral, or Church of the Assump- 
tion, which will be the scene of the 
Czar’s coronation, stands by itself near 
the middle of the triangular area in- 
closed by the Kremlin walls. It was 
built toward the end of the fifteenth 
century on the site of a much older 
structure, but has more than once been 
restored after fire and pillage. The 
great copper-clad central dome and the 
four smaller cupolas at the angles have 
an imposing effect, though the archi- 
tectural features generally are marred 
by over-decoration. On entering the 
cramped narrow windows and 
minute ornamentation give an impres- 
sion of gorgeous gloom, the solemnity 
being enhanced by the fresco of “The 
Day of Judgment” that meets the eye 
in the very porch. Not the walls only, 
but even the columns are covered with 
pictures of angels, saints monks and 
warriors on a golden ground. On either 
side the plain brick tombs of the Patri- 
archs make a strange contrast with 
this bewitching barbaric splendor. A 
gilt shrine of unusual size contains the 
shroud and pall of the Virgin, a present, 
oddly enough, from Shah Abbas to the 
Czar Michael. Between the four huge 
pillars of the dome is the platform on 
which the Czar stands during the try- 
ing rite of inunction, the oil being poured 
from an oval jasper vessel of great an- 
tiquity, and here the crown of Valdi- 
mir is set upon the imperial head. Be- 
yond the platform an immense Ikonostas 
of silver gilt closes the vista, and be- 
hind it lies the treasury, with its rich 
assortment of relics, vestments, manu- 
scripts and jéwels, among them being 
a cross carried by Peter the Great at 
Poltawa.

, IN A CHINA SHOP. 
How the Work is Done in Worcester, 
England. 


(Boston Transcript) Close beside 
Worcester Cathedral are the ugly 
workshops and tall chimneys of the 
Royal Porcelain Works. When we 
watch the thrower molding on his 
magic wheel the plastic clay, we are 
filled with wonder at his skill, and ask 
ourselves whence came the clay which 
takes so readily any form the potter 
wills, says an English paper. The 
flint bowlders found upon the plains 
of Brittany, in France, feldspar from 
Cornwall and Sweden, bones from 
America, besides other things, all pay 
tribute. These unlikely constituents 
are calcined, and then ground exceed- 
ingly fine in mills. The grinding takes 
It is 
a sight worth seeing, those powerful 
mills racing round the deep trough 
(made out of stone from Derbyshire.) 
weighted with heavy blocks, churning 
each material, for each is ground sep 
arately, into a thick white cream. 
When finished the liquids are strained 
through fine hair sieves, and all parti- 
cles of iron withdrawn by means of 
magnets. The different ingredients are 
then mixed together in proper propor- 
tions and kneaded into the required 
consistency, and then the clay is 
ready for the thrower. 

The art of molding clay has become 
much more exact since the employ- 
ment of plaster of paris molds. After 
the thrower, with the help of his 
wheel, has roughly shaped the clay into 
what is termed the “lining,” i is 
taken off the wheel and put info @ 
plaster of paris cast, which, in turn, 
is placed upon the whirling wheel, and 
the “lining” is then deftly molded to 
the exact shape. As plaster of paris 
absorbs moisture quickly, the lining is 
soon firm enough to be handled. It 
is then “turned” like ordinary wood or 
metal, and has handles, which. have 
been molded in plaster of paris, fixed 
by the same clay. It was always &@ 
puzzle to our minds how the handles 
were induced not only to stick on the 
jugs and cups, but to bear the weight 
of the same cups and jugs when full 
of liquid. The porcelain is then ready 
to be baked. For this it is packed 
in fire-proof baking dishes, called weg 
gars,” and supported on every side by 
powdered calcined flint. These ses 
gars are made to fit exactly one upon 
the other, although they are of differ- 
ent sizes and depths, and they are 
arranged in columns side by side in 
the oven. This oven is then bricked up 
and eight fires are lighted and Kept 
burning for forty-eight hours, night 
and day. The oven takes four Gays 
to cool, and then the contents are un. 
packed and are ready for a variety of 
processes. 

Most of the china is glazed, an Ope= 
ration requiring care and skill The 
articles are bathed in the liquid glaze— 
a muddy-looking broth—and the greater 
part of the superfluous glaze shaken 
off. But it is impossible to free them 
perfectly; besides, the fingers leave 
marks which have to be removed @fter 
the glaze has been dried ina hot room. 
Women and girls are employed for this 
work. Tht ivory glaze is a delicate Sal- 
mon pink before it is baked, the white 
a dark drab. After it is glazed the pot- 
tery, for the second time, is packed in 
seggars and baked. After this the col- 
ored china is unpainted and baked 
again. The gold is also baked in. Few 
people know that the gilt on china is 
the purest gold that can be bought, It 
is ground with mercury and — 
into a black-looklng paint and applies 
with a fine camel’s-hair brush. Boys 
are trained for this work from 14 years 
of age, it being nearly impossible for 
older people to acquire the accuracy of 
eye and hand necessary. It is a great 
drawback to the production of artistic 
pottery that the coloring is totally dif- 
ferent in the paint to the result after 
burning. For instance, gold paint 
black before and dull gold afterward; 
the brightness is produced by polisii- 
ing it with an agate. Other colors are 
obtained from metallic oxides; item 
gives red; cobalt, blue, etc.

THE VALUE OF THE BALLOT. 


The party boss is not having things 
all his own way this year. The people 
of the whole country have awakened 
to the fact that they are the true 
sovereigns, and that it is for them to 
declare the policy of the government 
and who shall be their servants in pub- 
lic places. Not the party boss, but the 
sovereign citizen is to decide who shall 
be the next President of the United 
States, and the policy which the people 
are demanding for the next four years 
is very clearly embodied in the man 
of their choice. A great nation of sev- 
enty millions of people is apt to have 
a good many disturbing elements, and 
it is hardly to be expected that the en- 
tire voice of the people will be wholly 
unanimous for any one thing. But the 
political school in which we have been 
taught the past three years has edu- 
cated us to a realization of the truth 
that if we would be free and prosper- 
ous and progressive the individual citi- 
zen must think for himself, choose his 
own leaders, vote in accordance with 
his own personal convictions, and not 
leave the work of his party to be done 
by those political tricksters, the party 
bosses and ring-masters, whose manip- 
ulations are always guided“ by selfish 
ends. 

Free government, in this republic, 
has not been, especially of late years, 
free from corruption, and it will never 
be “a government of the people, and 
for the people and by the people” until 
the people realize the might and the 
sacredness of the ballot. In the hands 
of the honest and intelligent voter it 


is well nigh omnipotent, for there is 


not an evil in the land that it may 
not correct; not a wrong condition that 
confronts us that it cannot remove. 

The ills that this country has experi- 
enced the people themselves are re- 
sponsible for. Have we had bad public 
servants, let us remember that they 
were of our own choosing. Do we com- 
plain that the policy of the government 
has been unwise and not in accord 
with our necessities, let us bear in 
mind that that policy has been dictated 
by the men to whom we gave our suf- 
frage and who have been placed where 
they are by the vote of the majority. 
This being so, the responsibility of the 
wrong must rest with the people them- 
selves. If they would not have the 
wrong perpetuated, and the policy 
which has wrought so much disaster 
continued, let them weigh well the 
principles which their votes represent, 
and determine what the policy that 
they desire to see sustained. If they 
have not had enough of free trade and 
industrial depression, of stagnation in 
commerce, and of tinkerig with our 


' fiancial affairs, let them vote, as they 


did in the last Presidential campaign, 
for Democratic supremacy. But other- 
wise, if they feel that they have had 
enough of these, let them cast their 
Votes for McKinley, the Napoleon of 
Protection, who, at the head of national 
affairs, will lead the country back 
@gain to prosperity, to a sound cur- 
rency, and to the adoption of such 
principles as will set all of our indus- 


trial forces in action. 


There is no danger of the people's 
going wrong if they will regard the 
sacredness of their rights as sovereign 
Citizens, and will not suffer themselves 
to wear the collar of professional poli- 
ticians and the party boss. Free, intel- 
Went Americans will consider well the 
Weight which their vote carries with 


it, and the principles which they de- 
sire it to represent and sustain. 


THE BROADWAY TUNNEL. 


It is not surprising to find that now, 
when preparations for opening North 
Broadway by means of a tunnel are ap- 
proaching a definite stage, some opposi- 
tion to the improvement should crop 
up. It would, indeed, be a remarkable 
thing in the history of local improve- 
ment should there be no opposition on 
the part of any property-owner. It 
takes all sorts of citizens to make up a 
community. Some are liberal-minded, 
and always in the van when it is a 
question of public improvement, while 
others hang back from the suggestion 
of improvement just as naturally as a 
cat shrinks from water. 

The necessity of providing an addi- 
tional opening on the north for the 
constantly-increasing traffic that causes 
the dangerous jam at the corner of 
First and Spring streets has been so 
frequently pointed out in The Times 
and other papers, and is so generally 
conceded by the people, that it is un- 
necessary to further repeat the argu- 
ments that have been brought forward 
on that subject. The advantage that 
an additional main thoroughfare would 
be to the large section comprising 
East Los Angeles, as well as to the 
Los Angeles River Valley and the rap- 


| idly-growing northwestern hill coun- 


try, has also been thoroughly set forth, 
and is generally conceded. 


whether Broadway shall be opened or 
not as it is of the means that shall be 
adopted in opening the street. Now that 
arrangements for a tunnel are almost 
completed some begin again to talk 
about a cut. The Times has shown that 
it is utterly impossible to open North 
Broadway by means of a cut, because 
the property-owners on the hill would 
bitterly oppose such action, and we 
have only recently had a chance to see 
how one property-owner can retard the 
making of such an improvement. North 
Broadway will never be opened by a 
cut as long as the property-owners on 
the hill are of their present opinion. 
Besides, a.cut would have to be very 
deep, and would be unsightly, whereas 
a tunnel would not, the entrance to the 
tunnel, as designed, being quite orna- 
mental. 

Yet another plan for relieving the 
congestion on Broadway has recently 
been brought forward, namely, for an 


in a southwesterly direction to a point 
on the east side of North Broadway, 
a few feet from the northerly line of 
the Times Building. It seems somewhat 
remarkable that these suggestions have 
‘all been delayed until the city officials 
‘had completed their plans for the tun- 


nel. The proposed extension has some 


‘merit, but it would not supplant the 
opening of Broadway, which would still 
be needed. Instead of a straight 
driveway leading through Fort Hill 
and connecting with streets and roads 
that spread out like a fan on the north, 
and serving a large area of country, it 
would be awkward and crooked, and it 
would land traffic through New High 
street, a narrow thoroughfare, to the 
foot of Temple street, at the Court- 
house, where the Temple-street cars 
switch, a point that is already begin- 
ning to be overcrowded with traffic. 
The tunnel on North Broadway would 
create a new main thoroughfare of 
travel to the north, northwest and 
northeast, whereas the extension of 
New High street would simply divert 
the travel for half a block, then turn- 
ing it again into a crowded thorough- 
fare. 

As far as the The Times is con- 
cerned, looking at the question from 
the narrow standpoint of private in- 
terest, we would certainly prefer the 
latter improvement. A conservative 
real estate man estimates that the 
opening of New High street, in the 
manner indicated, to the corner of the 
Times Building would increase the 
value of ground upon which it stands 
at least 20 per cent., as it would then 
‘have practically a frontage on three 
Sides, and would be on a gore lot, 
standing out prominently, like the 
Temple Block. However, The Times 
‘is not in the habit of permitting a lit- 
‘tle private advantage to influence its 
opinion on a matter of public interest. 
We believe the Broadway tunnel is the 
best method of relieving the congested 
traffic at the business center and pro- 
viding a needed outlet to the northern 
part of the city. 

It is for the property-owners to say 
what they want, but the general inter- 
est should also be looked after by the 
City Council.

IN THE SENATE. 


Senator Berry of Arkansas spoke in 
favor of San Pedro in the Senate yes- 
terday. His speech admirably supple- 
mented the masterful argument of Sen- 
ator White. The fact that Mr. Berry 
was several times interrupted by Sena- 
tor Frye, who is leading the cause of 
Huntington in this contest, shows that 
the speaker’s thrusts went home. 

Mr. Berry paid his respects to Cor- 
thell, the hired engineer of Hunting- 
ton, in a pointed and telling manner. 
He showed the falsity of the claim that 
Corthell’s report in favor of Santa 
Monica was in any sense official, and 
made clear the fact that Corthell acted 
wholly in the interest of Huntington, 


what he paid for. 

Senator Berry plainly showed that 
the proposed appropriation for Hunt- 
ington’s breakwater would not be made 
for the benefit of the public, but would 
be made, if at all, in response to the 
demands of private greed. He said it 
would be better to dump the $3,000,000 
into the ocean than to convince the 
people of this country that the Senate 
of the United States is capable of draw- 
ing on the treasury in such a cause. 
He pointed out the fact that there is 
no deep-water harbor anywhere in the 
world in a place like Santa Monica, and 
that there has never been any state- 
ment from practical and disinterested 
engineers in favor of that site in pref- 
erence to San Pedro. To make this 
appropriation would be a precedent 


Jam sure,” said Senator Berry, “that 
the Senator from Maine does not real- 
ize what will be the effect of this pre- 
cedent in the line of making appropria- 
tions for individuals instead of for the 
public. Will it not be sure to lead to 
deep corruption and a strife as to 
who can bring the most corrupting 


Congress?” 

There were tariff speeches by Sena- 
tors Vest and Caffery, after which Sen- 
ator Frye took up the Huntington side 
of the question, devoting a large por- 
tion of his remarks to eulogies of Cor- 
thell and Huntington. Instead of using 
government maps, prepared by disin- 
terested engineers, Mr. Frye used maps 
specially prepared by the hired en- 
gineers of the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road. 

Frye will conclude his remarks to- 
day, after Which Senator White, and 
perhaps Senators Bates and Allen, will 
reply in behalf of San Pedro. It is 
needless to say that Senator White's 
closing address will be a brilliant and 
convincing effort. 

If the Senate of the United States, 
after listening to the facts of this case, 
so ably presented, can vote $3,000,000 
for Huntington’s private benefit, the 
people may as well retire from partici- 
pation in public affairs, and turn the 
reins of government over to Collis P. 
Huntington, president of the Southern 
Pacific Railway 
tucky.

QUEER DOINGS. 
The Ble Wes Gets 


How He Ably Edits Congress 
and Things. 


The Way in Which "Santa Monica” 
Was Substituted for "San Pedro“ 
in One of the Free-harbor Pe- 
titions—’Grover,Grover.’’ 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON O. C.) May -I am 
informed by a member of the Govern- 
ment Printing Office proof-reading 
force that there was no fraud in the 
substitution of Santa Monica for San 
Pedro in the petition as published in 
the report of the hearing before the 
Commerce Committee. My informant 
is a strong friend of San Pedro, hente 
his information can be relied upon 80 
far as it goes; but it does not go far 
enough to be very. satisfactory. He 
says’ that the proof-reader had been 
reading double appropriation telegrams, 
when this one was reached. Supposing 
it to. belong to the same series, he 
thought San Pedro in the copy was @ 
mistake, so he changed it thus: “Santa 
Monica?’ The reviser. of the proof 
erased the interrogation mark and let 
the change stand. Then, in accordance 
with the custom, it was submitted to 
the clerk of the Senate Commerce Com- 
mittee, who approved it, 

There can be no question of the in- 
nocence of my informant, or of his be- 
lief in the innocence of his fellow-proof- 
reader, but it is a remarkable explana- 
tion, and leads to a very interesting 
story. It seems that the foreman of 
the printing department insists that the 
proof-readers shall follow copy, but the 
head proof-reader says that his men 
are not automatons, but being pos- 
sessed of intelligence, should use it. 
Hence it is not only not impossible, but 
very likely, that there are instanc 
when intelligent Presidents have h 
their messages changed by these intel- 
ligent proof-readers. Laws can be ren- 
dered inoperative or opposed to the 
lawmakers’ intention in the same way. 
In short, any measure can be.changed 
to — — the ideas of the intelligent proof - 

e 


rs. 

Had this mistake occurred in print- 
ing the bill after it was pa , instead 
of the committee proceedings, it can 
be seen how serious it would have been. 
It will be a surprise to the public that 
the proof-readers in the public printing 
office are in reality editors, who shape 
up the various documents that pass 
through their hands, and a measure is 
not really passed until they have acted 
upon it, and determined what shape it 
shall assume when printed. I do not in- 
tend to criticise the intelligence of the 
proof-readers. I know some of them 
whom I would trust in Congress in 
preference to many who are in that 
honorable body; but I do not think it is 
wise for them to exert their intellects 
upon public papers, as that is not what 
they are hired for. That messages and 
laws could be improved with proper 
editing there is no doubt, but such 
power is too great to entrust to men oc- 
cupying subordinate positions, even if 
it was wise to appoint a new official as 
Congressional editor. 

As is well known, a similar system 
has prevailed in California with a most 
disastrous result, at least one law that 
read sensibly as passed having been so 
doctored that the Supreme Court, after 
vainly trying to determine what it 
meant, held it to be void for uncer- 
tainty. The railroad influence has al- 
ways been accused of working a sort 
of hocus-pocus on the House clerks and 
public printers to extract. the fangs 
from enactments not favorable to the 
railroads, but from the instance in the 
Government Printing Office here, it 
would seem that all that would be 
necessary would be for them to have 
the rule in force here, adopted there, al- 
lowing proof-readers to exercise their 
intelligence. 

Of course, it may be said that the 
proofs are referred back to the depart- 
ments, but, as a matter of fact, when 
they have already been read by experts 
in the Government Printing Office, and 
those experts are, I believe, the most 
competent in the United States, the 
committee or department clerk will not 
read the proof closely, if at all. There 
would be little or no chance for ever 
correcting a change made in a bill that 
had passed Congess if the, proof-reader 
should exercise his intelligence for the 
purpose of destroying its force. 

The pesent incident has aroused the 
Public Printer, and hereafter it is very 
probable that the proof-readers will * 
required to exercise their powers Sf 
composition upon original matter, and 
be mere copyists when reading public 
documents 


The reports that President Cleveland 
is working for renomination are being 
revived with more vigor than ever. It 
is remarkable that no utterance what- 
ever has come from him, notwithstand- 
ing the constant use that has been made 
of his name, unless he is willing to once 
more lead the Democratic hosts. At this 
late day it would require a very post- 
tive declaration to convince his friends 
that he would not accept a nomination 
if it was offered him. He is now ac- 
cused of using Federal patronage for 
the purpose of securing a renomination. 
It is singular that he wants to run 
again. Of course he has been very se- 
verely criticised and a renomination 
would be an indorsement of his poli- 
cies, including the private contract for 
bonds which the masses are convinced 


‘was by no means an honorable transac- 


tion. 

Upon the other hand, he undergoes 
such fears of his personal safety, a spe- 
cles of torment with which none of his 
predecessors were ever afflicted, that 
for him to retire would relieve his mind 
from a very great burden. Naturally 
averse to danger, as was shown by his 
sending a substitute to the civil war, 
his fears have so grown upon him as to 
render his condition almost pitiable. 
The White House has three times as 
many policemen as were ever consid- 
ered necessary before, and now a part 
of the district police force has to be as- 
signed to guard the President at Wood- 
ley. The police force of the District of 
Columbia is much too small, but forty 
men are taken from it as a standing 
guard at the White House and Wood. 
ley, this being in addition to the force 
of watchmen employed there during the 
administrations of other Presidents. A 
writer recently stated that Mr. Cleve- 
land could not live through another ad- 
ministration. That is probably true. He 
is comparatively young, and, notwith- 
standing his size, is athletic, as he 


shows on hunting and fishing expedi-’ 


tions. When out hunting he can carry 
gun, ammunition and * bag for 
miles in 4 hot sun, but in Washington 
he cannot walk the hundred yards from 
the White House to the State Depart- 
ment carrying a bundle of official pa- 
pers, without the assistance of a body 
guard. Hence, if he was free from offi- 
clal life, he would be healthy, but it is 
probable that the writer referred to is 


correct—he could not live through an- 


other term; he would die from fright. 
But there is positively no danger of his 
having such an ordeal to pass. through: 
The people have even greater objections 
than he, to his serving : another term. 
Whether or not it would. be dangerous 
to him, it would certainly be very dis- 
astrous to the people.

BROOKLYN BRIDGE IS DOOMED. 


When Vibration Ceases the Great 
Structure Win Probably Fall. 


(New. York Journal:) The Brooklyn 
bridge is doomed. Civil engineers are 
speculating now as to its length of life, 
Their attention has been attracted to it 
by the discovery that the span of life of 
steel teres is —— more limited 

an popularly supposed. 
‘ce lite is largely numbefed by its vi- 
bratlons. It has been found that every 
bridge can stand so many, and then the 
end comes like the sudden stoppage of 
a human In his laboratory. in 
Long Island City Prof. Alvah H. Sabin, 
an eminent authority on the deteriorat- 
ing influences that steel structures are 
subjected to, is laboring night and day 
to discover some protection against the 
dreaded effect of corrosion and rust. 
His investigations have led engin 


eers 


‘to turn their eyes to steel bridges, and 


ore particularly to the Brooklyn 
* its life interests two cities. 
To engineers such structures always ap- 
ar lifelike, and. they refer to their 
birth” and nature“ and “ailments 
much the same as if they were discuss- 
ing the anatomy of a human: being. 
Prof. Sabin sald when seen: “There 


are many deterlorating influences which 
are even now sapping the life of the 
bridge. The principal trouble is the 
care of the cables, because the other 
parts which may be affected can be re- 
placed little by little.” . 

“What precautions have been taken 
to care for the cables?” he was asked. 

„J don’t know what has been done for 
them, but I do know that if they are 
not thoroughly protected against corro- 
sion in some way they will certainly. 
wear away and become weakened.”’ 

A railroad engineer who was seen in- 
dorsed everything that had been said 
by Prof. Sabin, and added: The fact 
of professional men making intricate 
and abstruse computations as to the 
probable life or period of actual dura- 
bility of the bridge does not imply that 
it is unsafe or in any immediate danger 
of falling into disuetude or collapse. 
The question is not hypothetical one, 
but is founded upon existing influences 
that are constantly tending toward de- 
terioration and prospective results. 
These may have sufficed to suggest a 
doubt as to its durability. 

“The rushing train traffic on the 
Brooklyn bridge, which is likely to be 
doubled in the next few years, is has- 
tening this end, though it may yet be 
many decades distant. The vibrations 
resulting from this heavy train traffic 
are beyond computation. They rarely 


cease. 
What other — threaten the 
bridge?“ was asked. 

Well, there are corrosion and rust; 
they are enemies of alliron. The corro- 
sion cau 7 the vapor from salt 
water, which this aerial 1 ans, 
is the worst in form, and its eeffct is 
most dire in destructiveness. The 
heavy train traffic cannot fail to cause 
the steel wire cables to sag in course 
of time, while the iron saddles upon 
which they rest on top of the towers 
must become affected by both rust and 
corrosion. Once the action of cor- 
rosion sets in, th eprocess of the chem- 
ical action is very quick. The whole 
iron structure is a moving one. The 
necessary provision for expansion and 
contraction by heat and cold make it 
such. Thus there is constant fric- 
tion to he added to the other causes of 
deterioration.”

“Well, deprived of the heavy train 
traffic, the structure might last for 
centuries. But with the combination 
of influences adverse to ite durability 
its days of utility appear to be num- 
bered. It may see the end of its use- 
fulness in fifty or 100 years, but it will 
always be possible to resuscitate and 
strengthen it by introducing cantilever 
iron beams beneath the big This 
would give a new lease of life to the 
iron structure. 

The indications are, however, that 
long before the time for these antici- 
pated changes arrives the bridge as it 
stands now will have become entirely 
inadequate for its intended purpose. 
Coming generations are Hkely to see 
the central steel portion removed end 
replaced by a double-deck bridge, with 
entension sidewalks runnifig alongside 
of the present approaches and outside 
of the existing towers. The exigencies 
of the times will demand this. T - 
senger depots at either terminus of the 
bridge have already had to be enlarged 
and rebuilt on account of their inca- 
pacity. The same causes will in the fu- 
ture prevail in favor of other e

He Posed as N Titled Foreigner 
and Detective.

Baron von Steinmetz of Germany oc- 
cupied a bed last night scarcely in 
keeping with his royal position. Ribald 
songs and curses disturbed his slumbers 
and rodents played tag over his noble 
form, The baron was in jail, but if the 
story told by the police be true it is no 
new experience to him, and he is where 
he belongs.

SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS 
SUFFICIENT.

Board of Education is Asked to 
Remedy the Trouble—Census Re- 
port Made by the Marshal—Sa- 
perintendent’s Monthly Rport. 


At the regular meeting of the Board 
of Education last evening, Director 
Grubb submitted the following petition, 
which he supplemented with an elo- 
quent plea, for the additional school 
facilities which the petitioners desire to 
have provided in the Seventh-street 
school district: 

“To the Board of Education: Your 
petitioners, residents and property- 
owners in school district No. 33, do re- 
spectfully represent that they are 
without sufficient school accommoda- 
tions for the children residing in the 
district and pray for relief by having 
the present building on Seventh street 
enlarged to a ten-room school building | 
and by having a kindergarten depart- 
ment provided for the younger chil- 
dren. 

“The relief we ask for the following 
reasons: 

“There are enough children attending 
school in surrounding districts to fill 
four rooms properly, while our school 
building has but four rooms which 
are filled with children below the sixth 
grade. We now have five teachers in 
four rooms and are obliged to have 
half-day school for two grades. This 
district has for the past year been in- 
creasing rapidly in population owing 
to the opening of new tracts and the 
cheapness of property and many new 
buildings are now in process of erec- 
tion. We find it a great source of trou- 
ble and annoyance to be obliged to send 
our children to other districts owing 
to the long walks. Furthermore, our 
children are kept out of school each 
winter owing to the flooding of Ala- 
meda street and are also subjected to 
exposure and danger from the floods 
of water.“ 

The matter was referred by the 
board to the Building Committee. Di- 
rector Grubb gave it as his opinion that 
the improvement asked for would cost 
about $8000, and he believed the school 
funds were now in a condition to war- 
rant this expenditure of money. 

Secretary Dandy presented to the 
board the report of the school census, 
which has been taken under his super- 
vision, arid the figures of which have 
been heretofore printed in these col- 
umns. In addition. to his report, the 
secretary gave the information that 
the cost of taking this census was $963, 
being no more than was required to 
take the last year’s census, when only 
about half as many children were in- 
cluded in the city. The report was ap- 
proved by the board. 


proving bills amounting to $2300.68, 
among these being the bill for the tak- 
‘ing of the school census. The commit- 
tee’s report was adopted by the board. 

A report was made by the Teachers’ 
Committee recommending that Mrs. 
Mary Murray be assigned as assistant 
kindergarten teacher at the Cambria- 
street school. The recommendation of 
— — was adopted by the 


Director Pitman introduced a motion 
that all class exercises of the High 
School, except those of the graduating 
class, be discontinued and that all High 
School exercises, including those of 
class and field day be under the direc- 
tion of the principal. The motion was 
adopted by the board, without dissent. 

Superintendent Foshay submitted his 
monthly report to the board, the same 
reading as follows: 

“On April 10, we received notice from 
S. V. Riley, County Superintendent of 
Schools of Los Angeles county, Cal, 
stating that by virtue of the annexa- 
tion of certain territory to the city 
of Los Angeles, the following schools, 
viz: Rosedale, with 15 teachers; Har- 
mony, with 2 teachers; West Vernon, 
with 3 teachers, and Vernon with 3 
teachers, became a part of our city 
school system on April 2. 

“The notice stated further that 
every effort will be made to induce the 
people living in ‘the outside territory, 
where the schoolhouses are inside the 
city limits, to petition to be set aside 
the city for school purposes, and 
when this is accomplished the funds 
of said districts can be transferred 
without delay. The petitions have 
been filed, and the boundaries changed 
so as to include all the above men- 
tioned districts, except Vernon. 

J have, therefore, directed all teach- 
ers in the annexed districts, excepting 
Vernon, to report to our office, in ac- 
cordance: with our rules; and to pre- 
pare their pupils to enter upon our 
grade work, when we open schools in 
September. 

“The statistical report of the three 
districts, for month ending May 8, is as 
follows: Number of days taught, 19; 
times tardy, teachers, 2; total days 
present, 15,539; total davs absent, 1274.5; 
total tardiness, pupils, 73; bovs enrolled, 
442; girls enrolled, 509: total 951; average 
number belonging, 885; average daily 
attendance, 819; per cent. of attendance, 
92; new pupils entered, boys, 3; new 
pupils entered, girls. 12; total, 15; visits 
of Superintendent, 35; visits of special 
teachers, 26; visits of Board of Educa- 
tion, 17; other visitors, 26; number pro- 
moted, 0; number demoted, 2; number 
suspended, 1; corporal punishment, 2. 

“The following is the statistical re- 
port for the city, including annexed dis- 
tricts, for month ending May 8, 1896: 
Number of days taught, 19; times 
tardv. teachers, 17; total days present, 
227,873: total dave absent. 14,837.5: to- 
tal tardiness, pupils, 1693: boys enrolled, 
6714; girls enrolled, 7105; total, 13,819; 
average number belonging. 12,775; av- 
erage daily attendance, 11,993; per cent. 
of attendance, 94: new pupils entered, 
boys, 174; new pupils entered, girls, 
142: total, 316: visits of Superintendent, 
163; visits of special teachers, 363; vis- 
its of Board of Education, 31; other 
visitors, 1311; number promoted, 46; 
number demoted, 30; number sus- 
pended. 5; number cases corporal pun- 
ishment, — 3 indigents fur- 
nished books. 39. 

S. IL. Grubb was appointed by the 
board to oversee the janitor work in the 
recently annexed school districts at a 
salary of $80 a month. 

Director Garland, chairman of the In- 
surance Committee, .reported having 
placed a policy of $5000 on the Rose- 
dale school building. for a veriod of 
three years, from May 1, 1896, paying 
a premium of $20 or 40 cents a hundred 
for the period. His report was ap- 
proved by the board.

Plain Statements. 


(J.) The appropriation as proposed is 
inadvisable. The bill is otherwise suf- 
ficiently burdened. The condition of the 
treasury does not warrant the use of 
the public money for this particu 
work. 

2.) There is no official recommenda- 
tion or other authority justifying the 
making of this appropriation. — 

(3.) Those officers of the government 
to whom has been committed the 


‘| charge and management of harbor im- 


provements, and upon whose recom- 
endations Congress has been accus- 
tomed to act, have uniformly and unan- 
imously reported against an appropria- 
tion for a breakwater at Santa Monica. 
There has been no conflict in the Engi- 
neer Corps upon this topics, notwith- 
standing strenuous exertions by private 
oe powerful interests, and although 
wo boards specially commissioned to 
examine and report have faithfully dis- 
charged their duties. 
(4.) The action of the committee es- 
tablishes a dangerous precedent.

We make the following references to 
the material portions of the Mendell re- 
port. It is stated that Los Angeles is 
the metropolis of all adjacént territory, 
and is the center of all the various rail- 
roads named. The distances from Los 
Angeles are given as follows:

Santa Monica .. ... ...... .. 
In this report it is said that a break 
water of given length placed along an 
assumed contour in the bed of the bay 
must shelter a much larger area at 
Santa Monica at any other point 
on Santa Monica Bay. This is impor- 
tant, in vier of the fact that the place 
selected ‘by the committee and the large 
wharf of the Southern Pacific Company 
are not at Santa Monica, but some two 
miles therefrom. 

‘Mendell's report proceeds. (page 4 
under the heading “Winds, Waves an 
Exposures,” as follows: 

The prevailing wind on the Califor- 
nia coast is from the northwest, nearly 
Parallel to the coast line north of 
Potnt Conception, which is in Lat. 34 
deg., 27: min., N. | 

“It appears, then that Santa Monica 
bay is entirely oben to the moderate 
downcoast or west winds which pre- 
vail during the greater part of the 
year. That bay is also exposed to the 

erous waves and seas which oc- 
cur during the winter months, coming 
m the south ard southwest. The 
— of exposure is, however, not ab- 
solutely equal in all parts of the bay. 
The easterly end, near Malaga Cove, 
is afforded protection from the winds 
and seas from the south by the high 
land to the southward, and which 
also affords partial protection from the 
southwest seas. | 

“Catalina Island also aids in some 
degree to shelter this portion of the 
bay froni southerly seas. On the other 
8 Santa Monica bay is entirely 
sheltered from the southeast winds by 
the highlands of San Pedro hill. San 
Pedro bay is protected by the same 
highland from. the prevailing down- 
coast winds. In ordinary weather the 
bay of San Pedro is quiet and vessels 
lie safely at anchor, and for the most 
part discharge cargo with lighters 
while the wind prevails. It was doubt- 
less this.circumstance which made 
this point the embarcadero of this part 
of the coast for the Mexican trade be- 
fore California was acquired by the 
Americans. Ty pore. recent the 
greater part o 8 of this 
part. of the country also been 
transacted here. Formerly all the 
deep-draft. vessels from Australia and 
Puget Sound discharged cargoes in this 
bay; recently one of these ships dis- 
charged in the wharf at Redondo. 

“San Pedro Bay is also protected to 
A great extent from the southwest sea 
and wind by the island of Santa Cata- 
lina, which lies about eighteen miles 
offshore to the windward. This island 
fs seventeen and one-half miles in 
length, and its height of 1500 to 
feet makes its shelter, as far as it ex- 
tends, complete: It covers 48 deg. of 
the total. arc of exposure from south- 
West seas, but leaves uncovered the 
angle between the westerly end of the 
island and Point Firmen, through 
which interval the direct. southwest 
swells reach the San Pedro anchorage. 

“San Pedro Bay is also directly ex- 
posed to the southeast seas, which ap- 
proach through the interval between 
Point San Juan and the easterly end 
of Catalina Island. While the winds 
and seas from the southeast are not 
regarded as formidable, those from 
points further around to the south that 
enter through the open space last re- 
ferred to are considered to be heavier 
and more violent than those that ap- 
proach the anchorage ground from 
the westward of Catalina. — 

“The record of vessels wrecked at 
San Pedro shows; With one exception, 
that the disasters occurred during the 
southerly storms, the heavy seas com- 
ing to the eastward of Catalina Island. 

| The vessels were driven ashore on the 
west line of the bay. Among those 
lost were the Nicholas Biddle, Callao, 
Adelaide Cooper, San Luis, American, 
R. P: Buck and the Kennebec. The 
exception noted was that of the Amy, 
which was driven ashore at Point Fir- 
men during a northeast storm from 
the Santa Ana wind gap. 

“The arc of exposure of Santa Mon- 
ica extending from Point Dume on the 
west to Point Vincente on the east is 
101 deg., at Ballona 104 deg., and at 
Redondo 90 deg. Leaving out of con- 
sideration the last-named point, re- 

ed as impracticable on account of 
epth, we may call the arc of exposure 
of Santa Monica Bay 102 deg. From 
Point Firmen as center the arc of 
exposure of San Pedro Bay around to 
the west end of Catalina Island is 60 
deg. The arc protected by the island 
is 48 deg., and the are included be- 
tween the easterly end of the island 
and Point Loma is 42 my een the 
total exposure of San Pedro Bay to 
southeast and southwest winds and 
seas of 102 deg. The aggregate angle 
of exposure of the two bays is there- 
fore the same. 

“In order to secure a deep-water har- 
bor in either bay a breakwater must 
be constructed in depths of eight to ten 
fathoms, and so located as to cover the 
interior space over the arc of exposure. 
These considerations make the under-

“In San Pedro Bay the best location 
for the proposed harbor is at the pres- 
ent anchorage ground on the westerly 
elde ‘of the bay under Point Firmen. 
The ection of the westerly Tere. 
by which protection is, afforded ‘from 

westerly winds and from which a 
breakwater could start, affords advan- 
tage over any other section of the bay 
to the eastward for securing a pro- 
tected anchorage.” 
Not Fronting Santa Monica. 


On page 7 of the same report ft is 


said: 

“Tn Santa Monica Bay the practical 
location of a breakwater would be in 
front of the town of Santa Monica. 
The present scheme as proposed by 
the committee is not in front of the 
town of Santa Monica, but far from 
it—about two miles. Pres, 

On page 8 of the same report we 
find. the following: 

“In instituting a comparison of the 
two sites selected, it will be seen that 
in the aggregate the total are of ex- 

ure is about the same in each, ap- 
roximating 120 — * though the dis- 

bution is different in the two bays. 


Ot the total at Santa Monica, 77 deg. 
included between lines drawn to the 
westerly end of Catalina Island and 
Point Dume are fully exposed to the 
direct approach of the winds and seas 
from the west and southwest. The 
Site receives but little protection on 
the southeast from Catalina Island, dis- 
tant thirty-six miles, while the open 
area between this island and Point Vin- 
cente permits the approach of south- 
erly seas that work around the easterly 
end of the island. To the moderate 
southwest swell, which is known to 
Prevail the greater part of the year, 
the site is fully exposed. 

“San Pedro Bay is sheltered from 
the westerly win by Point Firmen. 
It is open to the winds and seas from 
the southwest, and to the prevailing 
southwest swell above noted, over an 
angle of 60 deg. to the westward of 
Catalina Island. The other arc of ex- 
posure of 42 deg. to the eastward of 
Catalina permits the approach of seas 
from the southwest, and also those from 
the south that double the easterly end 
of the island. 

“In its natural condition San Pedro 
Bay is better protected from the dan- 
gerous winds and seas than Santa 
Monica Bay. | 

“To insure complete protection re- 
quires at the former place the con- 
struction of two detached breakwaters 
covering the exposed arcs, the com- 
bined length of these structures: being 
about eight thousand feet. 

“At Santa Monica a breakwater of 
about eight thousand two hundred and 
fifty feet would be required to cover 
the anchorage ground over the arc be- 
tween Point Dume and Point Vin- 
cente. 

“As shown by the foregoing esti- 
mates, the cost of the breakwater; with 
the adoption of either type, will be 
2 at San Pedro than at Santa Mon- 


The cost of construction for equal 
lengths of breakwater is in favor of 
San Pedro on account of the fact that 
at Santa Monica the breakwater must 
be located in depths of 7 to 9 fathoms. 
At San Pedro the westerly arm will 
be built of rubble in either case, and 
starting from the shore is extended 
only to the six-fathom curve, the 
easterly arm alone being entirely in the 
greater depth of 9% fathoms. 

“With the commencement of the 
construction of the westerly arm at 
San Pedro some protection from wes- 
terly swells will immediately be gained. 

“San Pedro has further advantage 
in being supplemented by an interior 
harbor, which is expected, when com- 
Pleted, to afford at mean low tide a 
depth of sixteen feet at the entrance. 
This can accommodate shipping of 
twenty feet draft. and will relieve the 
anchorage ground to that extent. The 
inner harbor will also be a place of 
security for the plant during the 
period of construction.“ 

This report recommended a breakwa- 
ter of two parts. Afterward, on July 
13, 1892, a River and Harbor Bill was 
passed containing the following reso- 
lution: 

“The Secretary of War is hereby 
authorized and directed to appoint a 
board of five engineer officers of the 
United States army, whose duty it 
shall be to make a careful and critical 
examination for a proposed deep-water 
harbor at San Pedro or Santa Monica 
bays, and to report as to which is the 
more eligible location for such harbor 
in depth, width, and capacity to ac- 
commodate the largest ocean-going 
vessels, and the commercial and naval 
necessities of the country, together 
with an estimate of the cost. Said 
board of engineers shall report the re- 
sult of ita investigations to the Secre- 
tary of War on or before the Ist of 
November, 1892.’’ 

Under this resolution the honorable 
junior Senator from West Virginia, 
then Secretary of War, appointed, as 
I understand, after consultation with 
Gen. Casey. the following board: 

William P..Craighill, colonel, Corps 
of Engineers: Henry M. Robert. lieu- 
tenant-colonel. Corps of Engineers: 
Peter C. Hains, Heutenant-colonel, 
Corps of Engineers: C. W. Raymond, 
major, Corps of Engineers; Thomas H. 
Handbury, major, Corps of Engineers. 

These gentlemen entered .zealously 
upon the discharge of their duties, 
and finally reported as follows: 

(Here follows the full report of the 
board of engineers referred to, which 
has heretofore been published in The 
Times, and is therefore omitted here. 
It bears date, October 27. 1892, and was 
forwarded to Secretary of War Stephen 
B. Elkins by the Chief of Ungmeers. 
on the ist of November. 1892, and by 
the Secretary transmitted to Congress 
under date of December 6, 1892.) 

Should Be Conclusive. 


Senator White's report then proceeds: 

Under ordinary conditions these re- 
ports would be deemed conclusive. The 
adoption of the recommendation made 
by the majority of the committee nec- 
essarily means that the three engineers 
constituting the Mendell board and the 
five engineers forming the Craighill 
board were all in error. 
the facts appearing from the record 
above recited and the conclusions 
therein stated justify each of the prop- 
ositions stated at the outset’ of this 
dissent. It remains to be seen whether 
the evidence adduced at the hearing 
and the facts which have transpired 
since the last report was made will 
warrant the conclusions announced in 
the majority report. It is proper to 
assume that a recommendation by the 
War Department regarding & matter 
within its jurisdiction make a prima 
facie case, devolving upon the party 
attacking the same the obligation to 
show that the recommendation is un- 
wise. The committee, however, while 
ignoring the engineers’ view, has pre- 
sented to the Senate nothing to indi- 
cate the reason inducing this conclu- 
sion. It is difficult to anticipate the 
arguments which the majority may of- 
fer, but as some of the points relied 
upon have been announced it may not 
be amiss to discuss some of the spe- 
cific issues. 

Arguments of the Opposition . 

(a) It is asserted that since the last 
report of the engineers was made Mr. 
Huntington and his associates of the 
Southern Pacific Company have con- 
structed an extensive wharf at Port 
Los Angeles (Santa Monica,) and that 
the shipping experience since had evi- 
dences the wisdom of the location. It 
is true that in ordinary wea 
sels successfully discharge their car- 
age at Mr. Huntington’s wharf, but 
n this respect San Pedro possesses 
equal advantages. The evidence taken 
by the committee shows insurance rates 
to be less at San Pedro then at Santa 
Monica. The Mendell 


That prior to the American occupation 
mariners touched there, and the local- 
ity was known as the “Embarcadero.”

(b) It is said that the holding ground 
at San Pedor is not good. In answer 
to this proposition it is sufficient to re-

(c) It is asserted that the water near 
San Pedro is exceedingly deep, and 
that therefore the swell is greater 
than at Santa Monica, where the depth, 
while adequate, is much less. An in- 
spection of the charts obtained from 
the Coast and Geodetic Survey evidence 
the incorrectness of this contention.

The official charts 
also show that the water to the south- 
west of San Pedro, while deep enough 
for any and all. harbor purposes, slopes 
gradually seaward and presents none 
of the infirmative conditions mentioned 
by the several Santa Monica advocates. 

(d) It is claimed that tne proposed 
breakwater at San Pedro is not pro- 
tected from southeast gales; that there- 
fore that locality is not desirable for 
harbor purposes, and that the land pro- 
jection which culminates in Point Fir- 
men shelters Santa Monica Bay from 
these winds. This subject has been 
carefully considered in the reports al- 
ready noted and the conclusion there 
reached by the gentlemen who exam- 
ined into the matter was that no dan- 
ger is to be anticipated from the south- 
east gales. It may be remarked in 
this connection that the inner narbor 
at San Pedro, which it is conceded is 

rfectly sheltered and upon the sur- 
ace of which scarcely a ripple is ever 
observed, is largely exposed to the so- 
called dangerous southeast gales, and 
yet the shipping within that inner har- 
bor has never been disturbed thereby. 
Manifestly, no breakwater can ever 
protect any harbor from wind; the es- 
sential feature in such cases is the 
guarding against ocean swells. The 
difficulty in this respect proceeds from 
the west and the proposed breakwater 
at San Pedro will afford complete pro- 
tection from this peril. A vessel lying 
within the proposed San Pedro harbor 
with sails unfurled might be disturbed 
by southeast winds, but naked masts 
could. never present sufficient surface 
for the serious operation of any wind 
likely to visit that coast. 

(e) It is said that the harbor should 
be located at Santa Monica beca'ise that 
town is within a few miles of the city 
of Los Angeles, the admitted metropolis 
of Southern California. The evidence 
furnished the committee demonstrates 
that there is a difference of some four 
miles in favor of Santa Monica. This 
is of slight importance when it is con- 
sidered that a deep-water harbor upon 
the Southern California coast is not 
sought because of existing commerce, 
but is principally desired because of 
the necessity for a harbor of refuge. 
It is therefore immaterial whether such 
harbor of refuge is close to Los Ange- 
les city. If it be true that the develop- 
ment suggested by Mr. Corthell (Mr. 
Huntington’s engineer) and Mr. Hunt- 
ington is to be realized, and that Asi- 
atic trade will come to Los Angeles 
county for transportation to the Gulf 
of Mexico and thence to Europe, it is 
unimportant whether the port to which 
this trade comes is four or five miles 
nearer or farther from Los Angeles city. 
Local commerce is not mentioned by 
anyone as the main consideration or as 
affording authorization for these great 
investments. It is an element in the 
case, but not a controlling feature.

(f) It is said that Los Angeles city is 
growing toward Santa Monica and 
that the town will soon be absorbed by 
the city. It is true that the western 
portion of Los Angeles is growing to- 
ward Santa Monica and that many de- 
sirable residences are being erected in 
that region, but nevertheless the whole- 
sale trade and the manufacturing and 
heavier interests remain near the Los 
Angeles River, in the easterly part of 
the city. North of Los Angeles, in the 
region wherein the city of Pavaden: is 
situate, there is a large and increasing 
population likewise destined tor mu. 
nicipal consolidation. Santa Monica is 


natural and uncommon attractions.

goes not only at the wharves of the 
Southern Pacific Company—which also 
exist at San Pedro—but likewise at 
numerous other docks constructed un- 
der regulations made by the Board of 
Supervisors of Los Angeles county by 
individual shippers in that city. These 
docks are public in character. There is 
in this locality a large area of tide 
land, belonging to the State and 
which can never be monopolized, 
suitable for commercial purposes.

Lumber yards, warehouses, and 
similar commercial conveniences should 
be near a great dock. At San Pedro 
and in the neighborhood and immediate 
environment of that locality—especially 
along the inner harbor—there are now 
warehouses and lumber yards, and there 
is ample room for almost unlimited ex- 
tension in that regard. The Southern 
Pactfic Railroad at Santa Monica uses 
a yard for ties, lumber, etc., not less, 
and probably more, than three miles 
from the point where vessels discharge. 

(h) The breakwater, as proposed by 
the Craighill board, can in time be so 
improved and perfected as to be valua- 
ble for a railroad track or tracks. It 
will then be practicable to construct 
wharves from the breakwater into the 
protected area. Such wharves must 
necessarily be short, and will involve 
but moderate expenditure, whereas if 
the report of the committee be adopted 
and the Santa Monica scheme be ac- 
complished it will not be practicable to 
construct any wharves valuable for 
commercial use without the investment 
of at least $800,000, to say nothing of the 
expense of procuring the right-of-way 
and the grading, etc., necessarily inci- 
dent to such a construction. 

(i) It is urged that if the Craighill rec- 
ommendation is carried out sand will 
accumulate within the artificial harbor 
so as to impair its usefulness. If we 
assume that such an accumulation 
must follow from such a structure the 
project should not for that reason be 
defeated. Dredging is a matter of com- 
mon practice in nearly every harbor in 
the world, and is not considered a valid 
objection to such improvements. But 
there is enough in the testimony to war- 
rant the conclusion that there is no 
danger from this source. It is true that 
Mr. Corthell expresses an opinion to 
that purport, but it must be remembered 
that Mr. Corthell, while a gentleman of 
known integrity and high professional 
reputation, is the expert employed by 
Mr. Huntington, and his evidence is 
subject to all the infirmities attendant 
upon expert testimony. In that connec- 
tion it may be well to quote the remarks 
of Mr. Wharton: 

Hired Experts. 


“In the second place, the retaining of 
experts, at a fee proportioned to the 


cases in which they are required ag” 
witnesses as common as is the retaining 
of lawyers. No court would take as au. 
thority the sworn statements of the law 
given by counsel retained on a partic« 
ular side, for the reason that the most 
high-minded men are so swayed by an 
employment of this kind as to lose the 
power of impartial judgment; and so m- 
tense is this conviétion that in every 
civilized community the receiving by @ 
judge of presents from suitors visit him 


disgrace. Hence it is thought, apart 
from the partisan temper, more or 
common to experts, their utterances, 
now that they have, as @ class, become 
the retained agents of parties, have lost 
all judicial authority and are entitied 
only to the rate which a sound and e. 
tious criticism would award to the tea 
timony itself. In adjusting this crit 
cism a large allowance must be made 
for the bias necessarily belonging 
men retained to advocate a cause, Whe 
speak not as to facts, but as te opinion, 
and who are selected on all moot quae 
tions, either from their prior advocaey 
of or from their readiness to adopt the 
opinion to be proved. In this sense We 
may adopt the strong language of Lora 
Campbell, that ‘skilled witnesses come 
with such a bias on their minds to sap 
port the cause in which they are 
barked that hardly an: weight should 
be given to their evidence.“ 

These comments are applicable 
committee hearings as well as to aua 
cial investigations. But the record cone 
tains evidence militating against MF 
Corthell’s opinion as to the tendency of 
currents at San Pedro.

such work parallel to a nearly rectilin- 
ear shore can, in his opinion, be profita- 
bly undertaken.

The Probable Outcome. 


(Washington dispatch to San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle, May 10:) No canvases 
has been made of the probable vote on 
the Santa Monica amendment, though 
Senator White seems to think it can 
be beaten.

Boom in Orange Trees—Chino’s In- 
ereased Population 

POMONA, May 11.—(Regular Corre- 
spondefice.) The recent rapid rise in the 
value of navel orange trees for plant- 
ing in orchards has been the cause of 
many a heartache by persons who have 
had thousands of navel orange trees 
torn up, thrown away and burned in 
the past two years, because of the woe- 
ful depression in the value of such 
property. Orange trees that were 
thought almost valueless several 
months ago have suddenly become 
worth 60 cents éach. The good prices 
that have been had this year for or- 
anges, and the very fact that so many 
people have had tens: of thousands of 
young trees in the nursery rooted up 
and destroyed as an incumbrance to 
soil that might be used for more profit- 
able purposes, have helped financially 
those who kept their orange trees. Six 
years ago, when there was a boom in 
oranges, and when the unprecedented 
demand for orange trees for orchards 
of naval orange
